Capiases were issued immediately 
for Xegley and Todd 
and

Their bonds were lixed

Jam es A.-Collins at #1,000 each. 
Bonds of Dorsett and Moore, al­ 
ready under arrest on the previous 
charges, were set at $500 each. 
T h e indictments declare th a t each 
o f the councilmen accepted bribes «>1 
from $100 to $200 “ on 
or 
about 
October 15, 102/,'* to 
block 
im­ 
p e a c h m e n t of form er M ayor Duvall 


w h o then was mayor. 
Dorsett, Moore, Millward W. F er­ 
guson and Otis E. Bartholomew were 
named in the previous set oi indict­ 
ments. In a general way, they were 
charged with accepting bribes in con­ 
nection with rezoning ordinances, in 
connection with pivrchase of 
lire 
ap p aratu s and in connection with the 
death of impeachment moves against 
Duvall. 
These tirst indictments were

turned November 4. i he second set 
apparently follows the a p p e a r a n c e 
before the grand jury several days 
ag o of Duvall and his secretary, Miss 
P earl Nichols.

PHONE TALK WITH WATSON 


Declares He 
Will 
Not 
Withdraw 
Statement Senator Told Him He 
Had Interviewed High Court 


Indianapolis, X'ov. 
18— U.R)— Dr. 
E. S. Shumaker, superintendent 
of 
the Indiana anti-saloon league, indi­ 
cated today he would not 
withdraw 
his statement that Senator Jam es E. 
W atson told him he had interviewed 
three justice of the state 
supreme 
court in his behalf while his 
con­ 
tempt ease decision 
was 
pending, 
Shumaker said he had a “ very dis­ 
tinct recollection” of what Senator 
W atson told him over the telephone 
from Lake Maxinkuckee, in August,, 
1926, and would repeat this recollec­ 
tion at the hearing on reopening of 
his case Monday. 
W atson categorically denied in a 
deposition taken by Attorney Gener­ 
al A rthur L. Gilliom a t Washington, 
D. C., yesterday th a t he had 
told 
Shum aker he interviewed three ju s ­ 
tices. He failed to include in his tes­ 
timony the rem ark attributed to him 
by Shum aker th at on the basis 
of 
this interview, he did not think the 
dry leader would be sent to prison. 
Refusing to repeat his story until 
he appears at the hearing, Shumaker 
said he had “ a very distinct recol­ 
lection regarding that telephone con­ 
versation and the subsequent letters” 
and rem arked that 
“ my 
memory 
would not fail me in anything 
in 
which 1 was so vitally interested. ” 
The letters he referred to were ex­ 
changed between him and W atson. 
In one, Watson corrected what 
he 
said was Shum aker’s misimpression 
of the telephone conversation. 
Shum aker said several weeks ago 
that W atson told him “ Doctor, 
I 
have done something in this ease en­ 
tirely different from anything I have 
done before. I have talked to three 
of the justices of the supreme court 
regarding it.” 
Depositions taken from Sen. W at­ 
son and Henry Lane Wilson, former 
U. S. Am bassador to Mexico, 
at 
Washington D. 
yesterday, 
pro­ 
vided Gilliom with support for his 
story of Shum aker’s acts which he 
a s s e r t s constituted aggravation 
of 
the original contempt in criticizing 
supreme court decisions. 
Senator W atson testficd Dr. Shu­ 
maker attem pted unsuccessfully to 
persuade him to call a meeting of the 
republican state committee to criti­ 
cize Gilliom fo r bringing the 
con­ 
tempt proceedings. 
The senator also declared Shum a­ 
ker asked him to consult the justices 
of the supreme court to urge a de­ 
cision in the case prior to the 
No­ 
vember election— just three months 
distant— and said that this he also 
refused to do. 
Dr. Shum aker warned in the course 
of their conversation that “ the a n ­ 
ti-saloon league and the M ethodist” 
church would hold the 
republican 
party responsible, W atson declared. 
Wilson’s tes(l;vmon|v corroborated 
that of W atson insofar as it 
con­ 
cerned the senator’s replies to Sru- 
maker over the telephone.

Gordon, in a letter to the judge, 
said he w as convinced certain per­ 
sons were guilty of contempt, 
th at 
he had been ready two weeks ago to 
begin contempt proceedings and that 
he would do so now if the 
court 
would issue citations. 
He inferred the court’s appoint­ 
ment o f tliP committee 
was unnec­ 
essary a n d only served to make more 
involved the 
already 
complicated 
proceedings. 


To this the court 
replied that the 
issue concerned more than the Fall- 
Sinelair trial. The inquiry he had in 
mind, he said, was
